V erne’s ima gina ry tra velers ha d to wo rk fa st 
to 
ma ke the trip in 8 0 da ys, a nd when a rea l huma n being ma n­ 
a ged to clip a few da ys from this record it wa s felt tha t hu­ 
ma n speed ha d rea ched its m a ximum. 
And now these two yo ung Overs ha ve ca lm ly divided the 
figure by 10!

repo rted in one case. 
W riting of conditions at W ashing­ 
ton S tate Reformatory , the commis­ 
sion investigator, M iriam Van W at­ 
ers, said: 
"Punishment in the dark cells is 
giv en for trivial as wrell as serious 
o ffenses; not 
standing 
at 
count, 
speaking in dining room, laughing 
in the cell block, m aking loud pop­ 
ping noises with the m outh, were 
listed on some of the discipline s ips 
o f the federal cases studied. 
"It was related to our field work­ 
er by one of the reform atory staff 
that a prisoner was found dead in 
one of these cells,’* 
Concerning the Industrial R efor­ 
m atory a t Chiliicothe, 
Ohio, 
she 
charg ed : 
Sev ere Punishment 
‘A few minor offense.', noted in 
the records as punished bv from 
three to six day s in the guard house 
were, 
possession 
of 
a 
tw o-rent 
stam p; talking in mess line; con­ 
cealing an apple in bunk; kicke r a 
refuse can; stealing five ergs from 
the kitchen.” 
Shackling of boy s w ith leg irons
